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Police Chief and Union President Wasting Money — 
9mm Weapons Still Not Issued; Both at Fault:

It seems that Romulus Police Chief 
Fred Dansby and Romulus Police Offi- 
cers’ Association (RPOA) President and 
Romulus Police Officer Tim O'Neil are 
at each other's throats over contract 
issues that are costing the taxpayers 
of this city far too much money. 

The disputes between the two men 
appear to be almost personal, and ab- 

.. solutely no progress has been made in 
their negotiations. 

The costs of arbitrations are very 
expensive to both the Union and the 
City alike. Frankly, the residents of this 
city cannot afford such needless ex- 
penditures. Property taxes are soaring 
every year, food costs are ridiculous, 
and State, County, and School taxes 
are mind-boggling. We do not need 
added taxpayer burdens from two men 
who should realize that Mayor Beverly 
McAnally has many alternatives that 
she can use next year. Although none 
of those alternatives would be popular, 
she may be forced to choose one of 
them if the City is to stop the waste of 


money in the Police Department. 

We are presently paying well over 
three million dollars per year for the 
maintenance of our own police depart- 
ment — not counting the arbitrations 
that seem to be aconstant thing anda 
very expensive way of settling disputes, 
considering that we allegedly have in- 
telligent men in both the Union and the 
Police Department. 

| sometimes wonder at the real in- 


tentions of people who hold high-, 


ranking offices, but can’t, for whatever 
reason, get anything accomplished 
without constant fighting and bickering. 

The City, at the Police Department's 
request, just recently purchased new 
9mm weapons for all officers in the 
Department. The cost was high, but we 
paid for them. Now, these are weapons 
of high fire- power, and an officer must 
train for at least 24 hours before he/she 
can carry one. Since the officers are 
the ones who wanted these weapons 
for better protection against crime on 
the streets, and since the City did pur-

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Neighboring Communities “Crying the Blues” 
Over Airport Noise — Impact Hits Them Hard!

Problems with Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport are nothing new to Romulus; 
our citizens and officials are veterans 
of many conflicts with the County over 
issues such as the Airport’s impact on 
our environment, property devaluation, 
noise, etc. In our previous battles, we 
received little support from surrounding 
communities, who thought that they 





would suffer few adverse effects from 
any Airport policies. Since then, how- 
ever, the Airport has grown, and its 
policies affect a more widespread area 
than ever before. Suddenly, some of our 
neighbors are crying the blues about the 
same problems that we’ve been facing 
for decades. It’s too bad that they 


weren’t paying more attention — and 


taking a more active role — all along. 

Controversy concerning the Airport 
goes back as early as the ’40s, but prob- 
ably the first concerted effort to fight 
the Airport came in 1974, when the City 
of Romulus brought suit against the 
County, claiming that the County was, 
in essence, condemning people’s prop- 
erty by making it unusable. Back then, 
the City’s mayor was Terry Troutt, and 
our current mayor, Beverly McAnally, 
was serving as Mayor Pro Tem of the 
City Council. 

Mayor McAnally gave me a little 
background on that lawsuit. 

“The fact is, the Airport was plan- 
ning an expansion, and we were con- 
cerned about our people and the impact 
it would have, so we took them (the 
County) to court,” she said. “That was 
not a popular move in western Wayne 
County ... or in Wayne County at all. 
We got absolutely no support. In fact, 
our neighboring communities of Taylor, 
Brownstown, and Wayne all gave let- 
ters of support to the County and to the 
County Road Commission to continue 
doing what they were doing because 


those people didn’t feel that it impacted 
on them.” 

According to McAnally, the case 
was plagued with problems. “A whole 
lot of things happened in the course of 
that lawsuit)’ she explained. “Cornelia 
Kennedy was the judge that was hear- 
ing it.... Along about that time, a 
Federal judgeship came up, and it was 
rumored that Mrs. Kennedy was consid- 
ered for that. Just coincidentally, | sup- 
pose — | couldn’t prove otherwise — 
everything began to be delayed, tran- 
scripts were lost, problems emerged 
with court reporters and recorders, and, 
subsequently, Mrs. Kennedy broke one 
or both legs — had an accident — and 
was off the bench... and that lawsuit 
was just mangled. !t was through no 
fault of ours or the attorney handling 
the case (a Los Angeles lawyer who 
had won many concessions for Cali- 
fornia communities through litigation), 
but through the fault of the courts.” 
McAnally went on to say that Kennedy, 
who did indeed take the Federal judge- 
ship, ruled against the City before as- 
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suming her new duties, 

We were preparing the case for the 
Court of Appeals,” she continued, “but, 
when Stewart (Troutt’s successor) be- 
came Mayor, for whatever reason, he 
was persuaded that he didn’t want to 
pursue that lawsuit. When it came time 
to file the papers (for appeal), they 
(Mayor Stewart and the City Council) 
neither would produce the money, nor 
would they file the papers. That whole 
thing was a total waste of the tax- 
payers’ money. 

“But, | think the important part of it 
was that none of the other communities 
supported us. So, through the years, the 
City of Romulus has lived with this; has 
turned it, really, into a plus; has recog- 
nized that the Airport is not going to 
leave, and that whatever benefit it can 
bring to the community, we have an 
obligation to enjoy it. So, we set about 
to capitalize on that and include it in 
our economic development efforts, and 
we’ve been successful. The City has 
begun to enjoy a very good tax base, 
strictly because of our proximity to 
the Airport and the development that 
has taken place here with the hotels 
and all. We’ve stayed solvent in our 
water and sewer fund and we enjoy one 
of the lowest tax rates probably in the 
State for a city our size.” 

But other communities in our area 
have yet to learn the lessons that we 
have; they’re just now finding out what 
kind of problems they have let them- 
selves in for by refusing to take an ac- 
tive role in this issue in the past. 

“The FAA (Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration) has changed some flight pat- 
terns, and has redistributed the noise,” 
said McAnally. “Now, the noise is being 
spread over other communities. Well, 
my goodness, isn’t that terrible! But, 
all through the noise abatement meet- 
ings (approximately 50 or 60 of them) 
that were held at the Airport... these 
other communities largely were unrep- 
resented. Now, there were some com- 
munities that were there every meeting, 
there were some that attended once in 
awhile, and there were some that never 
showed up... . |! looked after the City 
of Romulus; my goal was to minimize 
any further damage from noise, and to 
get rid of some if | could, and we did.” 

McAnally did, indeed, look after our 
interests, even going so far as to take 
our complaints straight to the FAA — a 
move that cost her some friends at the 
County level. (Some friends you don’t 
need, anyway.) Her actions led the FAA 

to set new flight patterns that have 
lessened the noise in our community. 

And so it has been all along. Every 
battle we have won, every break or bene- 
fit we have ever received from the Air- 
port and the County, has come through 
our own efforts. It is not surprising, 
then, that many, including the Mayor, 
have a less than sympathetic attitude 
toward the problems now facing our 
neighbors. 


“Now, all of a sudden, they're all . 
upset,” McAnally’said, “they're alf bent 


out of shape. Oh, my God, this airport 
is ruining the lives of their people, and 
they're all suing. And I’m saying, Good! 
Whatever they win in their lawsuits is 
not going to hurt us. | don’t care what 
they do; it can’t be any worse than itis 
because what we have done... is al- 
ready part of the process. They’re not 
going to change that. Now, maybe they 
are going to stop the expansion. | don’t 
know, maybe they are. But let-them 
spend their money doing it. We've al- 
ready spent ours.’ 

McAnally added that, if the expan- 
sion takes place (and she said that it’s 
a mighty big “if” because the County 
has not received any commitment for 
funds from Northwest Airlines or the 
FAA), Romulus will have even less noise 
to put up with than it has now.

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chase them at great expense for the 
officers’ use, you might think that the 
officers would at least be willing to 
donate their time to learn how to use 
them. That, however, does not seem 
to be the case. 

Now comes O'Neil and Dansby. 
O’Neil wants (until recently) the officers 
to train on the weapons at time-and-a- 
half pay; Dansby says, no, it’s contract 
time, and he allegedly wants more con- 
cessions from the Union or he will not 
hand out the weapons that we have al- 
ready paid for. Neither one makes any 
sense. 

As of Tuesday, July 3, 1990, approx- 
imately 16 hours of overtime has been 
paid to instructors to retrain the officers 
on Rueger weapons — weapons we 
have not used in nearly three years. 

Questions arise at this point that, 
for some strange reason, | can’t seem 
to get straight answers for. 

Why should we pay time-and-a-half 
to train officers on weapons that they 
wanted in the first place? That was not 
mentioned before or when the weapons 
were purchased. 

Secondly, why are we paying train- 
ers overtime to retrain men on weapons 
that have not been used in almost three 
years? That makes no sense at all. If 
we are going to pay a trainer overtime, 
why not for the new 9mm weapons in- 
stead of outdated guns? 

The Command Officers’ Union has 


settled their contract, and now all the’ 


sergeants and lieutenants are carrying 
the new 9mm weapons. Just what is so 
different between that union and the 
RPOA? 

According to one of my sources, the 
Chief doesn’t need the permission of 
the Union to train the officers on these 
weapons. There is a process that he 
must go through to train the men on 
straight time, but it can be done with- 


out further waste of the taxpayers’ dol- 
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lars on both parts. 

The very first thing that must hap- 
pen is that the Union and the Police 
Department (City) must first get out of 
the way those problems they have not 
yet settled from the last contract, which 
is still in arbitration. 

This childishness between Dansby 
and O’Neil could go on for at least an- 
other year, and it is needless. 

We, the People (that sounds famil- 
iar), paid for those weapons. The Police 
Department asked for them; we should 
not have to pay overtime to train offi- 
cers on the weapons that they request- 
ed, and. that are currently being kept 
uselessly in storage. 

In my opinion, the RPOA has noright 
to make such demands of the City, and 
the Police Chief has no right to hold 
back on issuing weapons that are paid 
for and ready to be worn for protection, 
as they were intended to be. Both sides, 
in this particular case, are wrong, and 
should make every effort to correct 
the situation immediately. Both sides 
should also negotiate their contract in 
the proper manner, as the other police 
union did. 

The fighting between O’Neil and 
Dansby is not going to accomplish one 
thing that is constructive, and both may 
find that they are negotiating in a man- 
ner that could lead to litigation against 
themselves. Unions andemployers alike 
are supposed to negotiate in good faith 
— give and take. As far as | can see, 
however, this is not happening with 
either Dansby or O’Neil. 0

Healthy nit-picking: How to 
treat and prevent head lice 


As summer draws to a close and 
another school year is just around the 
comer, parents should be aware of one 
of the most communicable diseases that 
affect school-aged children: head lice. 
With the exception of the common cold, 
head lice infestations affect more school- 
aged children than all other communica- 
ble diseases combined. The pharmacists 
at Revco Drug Stores want you to know 
how to recognize head lice and how to 
prevent and treat infestations. 

What are lice? 

Lice are parasitic insects about the 
size of sesame seeds that live and lay 
eggs in the human scalp and hair. Lice 
feed on human blood by biting the scalp, 
which causes it to itch and, in more 
severe cases, causes swelling of the 
glands in the neck or underarm areas. 
Lice are generally found at the nape of 
the neck, behind the ears and on the 
crown of the head, and are identifiable 
from their yellowish-white eggs—called 
nits. However, unlike lint or dandruff, 
nits will not wash off or blow away. Lice 
only live two or three days at the most, 
but a female louse lays three to four eggs 
a day, and lice eggs hatch every eight to 
nine days. This amounts to a constant 
cycle of infestation. 

How do you get lice? 

Because they cannot fly or jump, 
lice are generally spread via head to 
head contact or by sharing clothing, 
hats, helmets, combs and brushes. 
While there aren’t many basic symp- 
toms of lice, frequent head-scratching 
is a strong sign of the disease. Lice can 
be easily detected using natural light 
and a magnifying glass. 

How do you treat lice? 

The National Pediculosis Association 
(NPA) generally recommends that head 
lice be treated with pesticidal sham- 
poos, creams or lotions. Use the prod- 
uct over the sink—not the tub or the 
shower—and keep eyes covered with a 
washcloth. This treatment should be 
followed by the manual removal of the 
nits with a special fine-tooth lice comb, 


scissors or your fingernails. You will 
find lice-removal products at your local 
Revco drugstore. Remember to consult 
your doctor or pharmacist before using a 
lice treatment, especially if you are preg- 
nant, nursing or have allergies. Lice 
products should never be used on 
infants. 

How do you prevent lice? 

The idea that lice are generally found 
on dirty children from filthy homes is 
false and very misleading. Because of 
the tendency for children to borrow and 
share each other’s clothing and groom- 
ing items, as well as their close social 
contacts at school, summer camps, etc., 
any child from any background can get 
lice. However, there are steps parents 
can take to prevent their children from 
getting lice: 

If your child has been exposed to 
lice, check him or her every day for two 
to three weeks, and check all family 
members for lice and nits at least once a 
week. 

*Thoroughly clean and disinfect 
sheets and recently worn clothing by 
washing in hot water and drying in a hot 
dryer, or by dry cleaning. 

*Soak combs and brushes in hot water 
for at least 10 minutes. 

¢Vacuum all mattresses, rugs, furni- 
ture and stuffed animals regularly. 

*Discourage your child from sharing 
or borrowing personal grooming items 
and clothing. 

Gone undetected or untreated, head 
lice can reach epidemic proportions. So 
parents, if you do find a case of lice, tell 
others who may have been in contact 
with your child. Notify your child’s 
school or daycare facility and notify 


other neighborhood parents. It’s nothing 


to be ashamed of, and other parents and 
teachers will appreciate the help.

The restructuring of Romulus Com- 
munity Schools was the major focus 
of the June 25, 1990, meeting of the 
Romulus Board of Education. The Board 
heard three separate Project Renewal 
reports, one each by teachers Debbie 
Juriga, Sheila Stasak, and Doug Hoff- 
man. 

Juriga, heading the Junior High 
team, explained that, overall, restruc- 
turing is an effective method for the 
schools to meet student developmental 
needs. Her Junior High School team, 
she explained, has 25 recommendations 
and strategies to present to the Board, 
which will establish and accomplish 
new concepts necessary to fulfill these 
student needs. 

Among the more important recom- 
mendations were: 

e Establishment of an Inter-Disciplin- 
ary Team Organization which would, 
in effect, bring students and teach- 
ers closer together, thereby enhanc- 
ing the teaching process. 

e Students would have the same teach- 
ers, and vice versa, throughout the 
child’s Junior High School journey. 

e Teachers would share the same stu- 
dents, consequently giving more at- 
tention to each student. 

e Through this concept, called “team- 
ing,’ teachers and students would 
be more ‘‘unified and connected.” 

e Sixth graders would move into a Mid- 
dle School setting, joining seventh 
and eighth graders. 

At the conclusion of Juriga’s report, 
Board Member Daniel Bales asked how 
soon the Middle School concept could 
be implemented. Juriga stated that she 
felt it could be functional within two 
to three years. 

The Elementary School Renewal 
report was then given by Ms. Stasak. 
She stated that her team believes a mis- 
sion, or vision, must be set for schools 
so that they may better move into the 
future. Among her team’s more impor- 
tant recommendations were: 

e Toretain facilitators to continue the 
task of restructuring. 

¢ To establish one Pilot Elementary 
School where new concepts would 
be established. This would be neces- 
sary because there are five elemen- 
tary schools, as opposed to one high 
school and one junior high school. 

e Establishing “School Improvement 
Teams” in each building to imple- 
ment the futuristic concepts. 

° To reduce class size. 

Board Member Mary King wondered 
how consistency would be established 
for all elementary students before merg- 
ing from the different elementary 
schools to the Middle School. Stasak 
replied that consistency would be the 
outgrowth of similar curricula through- 
out the elementary system. 

Doug Hoffman, representing the 
High School team, proposed a Pilot 
Program for ninth graders. Half of this 
class would be taught by using restruc- 
turing guidelines, with the remaining

half taught using conventional teach- 
ing methods. The two groups could 
then be compared and analyzed, with 
the data used for determining the suc- 
cess of the restructuring program. 

In response to a question by Board 
Member Bales, Hoffman stated that the 
Program could begin next September. 

In adiscussion following the three 
reports, Board members agreed that it 
was extremely important for Project 
Renewal to be implemented slowly in 
order to “‘do it correctly.” 

In other business, Superintendent 
Dr. William Bedell presented reasons 
demonstrating the importance of Rom- 
ulus Schools remaining out-of-formula 
(OOF), or independent of State aid. One 
major problem, he stated, is the high 
rate of industrial tax abatements in 
Romulus — approximately 30% at this 
time. Because of this uniquely high 
rate, Romulus could easily lose its OOF 
status, and again become dependent 
on State aid. This would reduce the 
amount of money available per student 
and severely limit further growth. We 
must, he continued, make Romulus citi- 
zens politically aware of this situation. 
They must know how money is, in ef- 
fect, taken from the students and given 
to industry through abatements, which 
thereby forces schools to request 
more millage. 1 


Point of Law

If visitation problems arise after a 
divorce is entered, it is important that 
the parties seek a court order granting 
specific visitation. A specific visitation 
order will outline the exact times and 
dates when visitation is to occur. 

The usual order in a divorce judg- 
ment calls for “reasonable visitation.” 
Reasonable visitation means any time 
that the parties agree. This is the pre- 
ferred way that visitation should be ar- 
ranged. The court does not want to be 
placed in the position where it has to 
arrange visitation for the parties. 

A party may-request that the court 
order “supervised visitation.’ This 
means that a parent may only visit with 
the children in the presence of a third- 
Party adult. 

The court rarely grants supervised 
visitation. The circumstances that 
generally lead to supervised visitation 
are alcohol or drug abuse, or physical 
or sexual abuse of the children. Gener- 
ally, supervised visitation will be re- 
viewed by the courts at the parents’ re- 
quest to determine if normal visitation 
can be permitted.

Here in Michigan, House legisla- 
tors realized that there was the poten- 
tial for a similar tragedy in our state, 
where hazardous materials are often 
transported on the Great Lakes. To an- 
swer these concerns, a series of bills 
that would create a Great Lakes emer- 
gency spill management program was 
introduced in the House. Some of this 
legislation has been signed into law. 

One new law creates the Great 
Lakes Spill Prevention Research Fund 
to pay for research on the causes, pre- 
vention, and impact of hazardous sub- 
stance spills on the Great Lakes, and 
to allow the State to act quickly should 
a spill occur. The fund will also enable 
research into possible pollution that 
may occur through the normal shipping 


and handling of oil and other hazardous 
materials on the Lakes. 

Although the tankers using the 
Great Lakes are smaller than ocean- 
going tankers, a major spill here would 
be more damaging because the con- 
taminants could not be dispersed as 
in a larger body of open water. 

Spills of hazardous materials on our 
nation’s waters is a growing problem. 
A repeat of the enormous losses in- 
curred after recent hazardous chemi- 
cal spills can only be guarded against 
by enacting laws and special emer- 
gency procedures. Michigan is taking 
an important step for the future as we 
develop strategies for the increased 
protection and preservation of our 
Great Lakes.

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Books of stone 


The oldest books known 
are baked clay tablets 
which were used in about 
3500 Bc in Mesopotamia. 
They were the deeds of the 
land and other business 
records. 

By 25 Bc, the Egyptians 
had found a better way to 
produce books. They used 
papyrus, a reed-like plant, 
and pasted layers of its inner 
bark together to make a 
sheet. 

The sheets were rolled up 
around two sticks at either 
end, when not in use. 

Sheets of papyrus from 
these early books have been 
found to be as large as 144 
feet long and a foot wide. 
Literary works and official 
documents were written on 
the papyrus with reed pens. 

The Romans later used 
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the same roll-up form for 
their books, but instead of 
using papyrus, they used 
prepared skins of sheep or 
calves, called parchment. 
Parchment was later 
arranged in tablets of three 
leaves. 

The techniques of both 
the Egyptians and the 
Romans are precursors of 
the modern book. 

Paper, a name given to 
material made from the pulp 
of linen rags, appeared in 
the 10th century. Early 
books were made of a single 
sheet, folded once and col- 
lected into sections. 

Thin wooden boards were 
placed around the leaves to 
protect them. These large 
boards were later joined to 
the pages and the first 
bound book was created. 


The history of Coca-Cola 


Since its invention in 
1886, the secret formula for 
making Coca-Cola has been 
known to only a handful of 
people.

Pemberton from Atlanta,

In 1890, after his death, 
Pemberton’s heirs sold his 
drug business to another 
pharmacist.

Tennessee men, Benjamin 
Thomas and Joseph White- 
head, bought the formula 
from the pharmacist and set 
up bottling plants-to make 
the new drink available 
throughout America. 

Today, 165,000,000 bot- 
tles of Coca-Cola are 
drunk every day in more 
than 158 countries around 
the world!

House Bill Would Regulate Nursing- 
home Closures 

Legislation introduced in the House 
would regulate the closing of residential 
nursing homes and relocation of resi- 
dents. The bill would require that all 
nursing-home residents and their fam- 
ilies be notified when any decertifica- 
tion or delicensure action is taken by 
State or Federal officials, and that all 
new admissions be banned after such 
action is taken. The bill also requires 
the State departments of Public Health, 
Mental Health, and Social Services to 
provide information and services to re- 
locate the residents and assist their 
families. 
New Handicappers’ Rights Law Signed 

A new State law clearly establishes 
an employer’s responsibility to accom- 
modate employees who need special 
assistance or devices to perform their 
jobs. The measure also limits the 
amount an employer must spend to ac- 
quire additional machinery, equipment, 


Computers 
in Schools 


In the decade of the 80s, much was 
written about computers and their use 
in the public schools. As computers 
were made smaller and less expensive, 
school districts across the Nation pur- 
chased them and began to use them to 
better meet the needs of some of their 
students. 

Computer programming at the high- 
school level was introduced into the 
curriculum, and basic drill and practice 
was used in the elementary schools. 
Using the “floppy disk” as a means of 
delivering programs to the students, 
some were able to enter the job market 
and use their programming skills to be 
employed in industry. Elementary stu- 
dents learned their basic math facts or

This allows 
a great number of students to be on- 
line in the program by simply typing 
their name when they sit down at the 
computer.
